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Prints and drawings do not attract the attention from either critics or 
public that painting and sculpture do. For that reason, so that they might 
enjoy their own spot light, without competition with the more insistent 
qualities of the other mediums, the print and drawing section was 
separated some years ago from the Art Association Annuals, and given 


its own independent showing. This is the sixth in the series. 


Once more it brings to public view a carefully chosen “best” from a very 
large quantity of submitted works. The elected artist jurors had the prob- 
lem of selecting not only from work done locally, but from a great amount 
from every part of the country, and to choose wisely approximately two 


hundred from a total of nine hundred seventy-five is no easy task. 


The Museum invites its public to enjoy and to appreciate and, if it is at 


all possible, to buy the work which is exhibited here. 


It is true, prints and drawings do not generally have the appeal of color. 
They are usually small and intimate, without impressiveness of size or 
subject. Their thorough appreciation depends on the whole on a subtle 
and sensitive understanding of both art and techniques. They demand 
more of their admirers than most art forms do. But they have special 
virtues of their own. Their intimacy, the close relation between expression 
and technique, their relative cheapness, make them an especially reward- 


ing art form for the ordinary person. 


Among this group there is a mood, a style, a subject for every one, ready 
to give pleasure on a wall or in a portfolio, to bring within personal 
possession an artist's sensitive reaction to the world or interpretation of 
it. A work seen and liked in an exhibition will have a great deal more to 


say in the intimate and accustomed surroundings of a home. 


The experience of owning a work of art is an exciting adventure. The 
Museum hopes that many visitors to the exhibition will try it for them- 
selves.
